The statem ent showed that the com 
m ittee’s poll of national banks apply 
ing for membership in the system fa­ 
vored Dallas and A tlanta over New 
Orleans in that part of the South and 
Southwest which was included in the 
districts decided upon. 


Resources Favored Atlanta. 


It showed that the capital and sur­ 
plus of national banks in A tlanta was 
greater than in New- Orleans, while in 
Dallas it was less, but that in both 
Dallas aud Atlanta the loans and dis­ 
counts and individual deposits were 
greater than in the louisiana city. 
Discussing the choice of Richmond 
the comm ittee pointed out that banks 
in South C’arolina, North Carolina and 
V irginia prefer that city to Baltim ore 
or Washington and asserted that it 
was thought unwise to locate another 
reserve bank close to the one decided 
upon for Philadelphia, 
it was pointed 
out also that sworn statements to the 
com ptroller of the currency showed 
on Jan. 13, 1914, that the national 
banks of Richmond were lending twice 
as much money in the district even­ 
tually created as Baltim ore and W ash­ 
ington combined. 
In support of its choice of Kansas 
City tile comm ittee said that 
.Mon­ 
tana, Idaho, Arizona, Texas and Ne­ 
braska opposed 
Denver and that a 
m ajority of banks in a tentative dis­ 
trict suggested by Omaha were op­ 
posed to its selection and preferred 
other cities. 
“It seemed impossible," the state­ 
m ent said, "to serve the great section 
from Kansas City to the mountains in 
any other way than by creating a dis­ 
trict w ith Kansas City as the head­ 
quarters, or to provide for the N orth­ 
western section except by creating a 
district 
with 
Minneapolis 
as 
head 
quarters.”

chance,” he said. 


Where Women Vote.

of 20 cents a mile to lie paid to mem­ 
bers they were to receive actual trav­ 
eling expenses for themselves and “de­ 
pendent members of their fam ilies.” 
‘‘How’ about a dependent husband?” 
asked Congressman Bryan, who hails 
from Washington, where women vote. 
“There is a woman candidate for con­ 
gress in one of the districts in ray state, 
and if elected she is likely to bring her 
husband w ith her. 
W ill he lie a de­ 
pendent?” 


Would Change the Rules. 
There is considerable dissatisfaction 
with the rules of the house even if 
they have been “liberalized” since Joe 
Cannon’s day. 
“Some day,” remarked 
Congressman 
D eitrick 
of 
Massachu­ 
setts. "a proposition w ill be sprung In 
the house to change those rules so that 
business eau lie transacted more ex­ 
peditiously, and it w ill go through. We 
are getting rather tired of having so 
much tim e taken by a few members on 
measures that are sure to pass when 
they finally get a vote.” 
“ I do not know much about these 
rules,” Congressman Thompson of O k­ 
lahoma told the house one day. 
"I do 
not care to know much about them. 
I 
think the more a man knows about 
them the less he knows about the real 
practical affairs of the republic.” 
But you couldn't get Jim Maim, John 
Fitzgerald, Bob Henry, Finis G arrett, 
Gussie Gardner and a number of other 
parliam entary sharps to agree to any 
such statement. 


Effecting Economy. 
I t does seem rather small to wuteh 
the senate spend three or four days 
over the question whether each sena­ 
tor shall tie allowed to spend $00 a 
year of government funds 
for tele 
grams. 
Much sarcasm was used in 
the debate, Senator Borah of Idaho 
especially was caustic, saying that one 
form of the proposition was that if he 
spent $30 in a year the onerous duty 
of disposing of the other $30 would fall 
upon him. “a trust that ought no long­ 
er to be reposed in a United States sen­ 
ator.” 
“ We trust officials,” remarked John 
Sharp W illiam s a little later, “hut we 
do not trust them too blamed much.” 
"W ell, we trust ourselves,” replied 
Borah, “but we do not trust the other 
fellow .” 


Just to Think About. 
It must he that quite a number of . 
recommendations and suggestions are 
made to congress "just to think about.” 
There are several such things} hanging 
up. such as Postmaster General B ur­ 
leson's proposition to acquire the tele­ 
graph arid telephone lines. 
Now that 
was some suggestion when made; there 
have been a few speeches on the sub­ 
ject, and then it goes to sleep.
